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The PREFACE. 


N the laſt Quarter for Eaſter, I endeavoured to ſhew the 
great Tendency, which there is in Divine Muſick, and par- 
ticularly in P/almody to promote a general Reformation of 
Manners. I ſhall now offer a few more Thoughts on the 
ſame Subject. 

The of Divine Muſick in its own Nature, as being a 
Duty, and the Delightfulneſs of it to all good Men are ſufficient 
to recommend it to the World, But the good Effects of it toward 
a Reformation of Manners is an additional Reaſon to induce every 
one, who wiſhes well to Virtue, or would diſcourage Vice, to 
promote and encourage it as much as poſſible, The Effects 
thereof are theſe, 

Firſt, It is an excellent Means to bring all the young Peop 
to the publick Worſhip, who are either engaged in it, or delight 
to hear it themſclves, whereby they have an Opportunity of 
Hearing Sermons, which many Times have a, good Effect upon 
their Lives and Converſations. And when they are thus fixed in 
a Method of true Religion, they afterward perſevere in it, as 
long as they live. 

Secondly, When the Miniſter of the Pariſh encourages this 
_ Exerciſe, and ſometimes joyns with them in it, it = him an 

Opportunity, from ſuch Matter as is ſung, to poſſeſs them with 
awful and reverential Thoughts of the Divine Majeſty, and not 
only of this, but alſo of other Duties as Occaſion ſhall offer, It 
alſo gives the Miniſter an Opportunity of Taking better Notice 
_ of the Lives and Manners of the younger People, by being more 

Irequently converſant with them ; which otherwiſe is a difficult 
Matter, eſpecially in country Places, thoſe People being for the 
moſt Part too far diſtant, and continually engaged in the Buſineſs 
of their Callings, Thus they are become more capable of Advice, 
and ſubject to Reproof. And the Reſtraint, which they put upon 
themielves at that Time, makes them more cautious at another ; 
and thus they learn by Degrees to reſtrain themſelves from the 
maſt faſhionable Vices of Converſation, The Miniſter alſo thus 
converſing with the Pariſhioners may alſo teach them how to be- 
have themſelves decently and ſeriouſly, and in the moſt commend. 
ale Manner in the Houle of * The often Repeating of — 
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moſt excellent Portions out of the Pſalms hath improved their 2 

Judgment and increaſed their Zeal, and made them oftentimes 

willing to gipe their Children and Families a better Education; 
ſo that Pſalm Singing hath brought them to attend upon other 
family Duties, which before were neglected. And it hath often- 
times produced a Harmony of Affection, as well as of Voices, 
between the Miniſter and his Pariſhioners 3 fo that this hath ad- 
ded a much greatzr Weight to his Admonitions, than could 

 otherwile have been expected. a 

Laſtly, When ſuch t Ejaculations, as are in the P/alms, by 

being often repeated and ſung, have produced fome ſuitable Af. 
teehons ; then it is common for ſuch Societies to make Orders of 
their own againſt Swearing, Curſing, Being abſent from Church, 
Druntenneſs, Quarrelling and the like Vices. To theſe they pay 
more Regard than to the Statutes of the Land, and more certain- 
ly inflict the Penalties of their own Making than thoſe of the 
Law, By this Means a profane Offender & convinced of all, and 
i maged of al, and quickly either aſhamed of his Company, or 
a. med of is Viced, By this Means they are more eaſily form- 
ed into Religious Societies for the Edification of each other. By 
this Means they who never performed any Duty on the Lor/'s 
Day, have been fu brought to frequent the publick Worſhip, | 
and have afterward introduced into their Families the private WW w 
F xercites of Devotion; and they who formerly worſhipped God 
at home, have added the Duty ot Singing his Praiſes, which 
beſore was omitted. And by this Means ſuch who before ſpent 
the Lord's Day idly, or in 1 and Ale-houſes, have piouſiy 
joyn-d together in the Church after Evening Service, and ſpent a 
coniilerable Part of the Day in fo heavenly an Exerciſe,
